Good Turnout Of Voters 


Scales and Wolfe Elected 
In Town Council Contest 


The heaviest turnout of voters 
in many years was recorded last 
Wednesday, Oct. 17, when two 
new town councillors were elected 
and the bylaw to etablish a munic¬ 
ipal library was passed with a de¬ 
cisive majority. 

Stanley Scales, farmer, and John 
Wolfe, businessman, headed the 
polls over five other candidates for 
the two vacant council seats. An 
estimated 45% of eligible resident 
voters cast their ballots in the 
town council election, with 300 bal¬ 
lots being counted of which four 
were spoiled. Mr. Scales and Mr. 
Wolfe will serve three-year terms 
of office.

The town council is headed by 
Mayor M. R. Morrison and other 
members are S. H. H. Joiner, C. G. 
Ness, George Richardson and Doug¬ 
las Smith. 

The library bylaw, authorizing 
the up-grading of the town lib¬ 
rary from the status Bf a "public” 
library to that of a “municipal” 
library at an estimated cost to the 
town of about $1,000 a year was 
approved by 166 ratepayers while 
35 votes were recorded against the 
bylaw. There were six spoiled bal¬ 
lots. The 207 ballots cast repres¬ 
ented about 60% of the eligible 
ratepayers who are residents of 
the town. The bylaw required a 
majority of 66 2/3 per cent to 
pass and received the approval of 
over 84 iper cent of those casting 
ballots. 


High Prices 
At Bar-U 
Cattle Sale 

The sale of Bar U Ranch cattle, 
held Tuesday, Oct. 16, at the Fort 
Macleod Auction Mart resulted in 
highest prices obtained since the 
last war. 

Eighty-four head of steer calves 
sold for an average of 36 %c while 
314 head, with average weight of 
364 pounds sold for 34.85 per hund¬ 
red. Two loads went to an Ontario 
buyer and the balance was pur¬ 
chased by Ralf King of Great 
Falls, Mont. 

The string of calves was sired 
mainly by two sets of bulls which 
were bred by Doad Bull of Mil- 
larville and Wilbur Drybread of 
Valentine, Nebraska. 

Average prices on the present 
cattle market run around 25c to 
28c for the general run of stock, 
which speaks well for the quality, 
breeding and foothills grazing at 
the J. Allen BaKer place. At a simi¬ 
lar sale held at the Fort Macleod 
Auction Mart in 1961 Mr. Baker’s 
calves went for highest prices in 
Western Canada. 

At a November sale there will 
be 150 cows and 100 head of bred 
two-year-old heifers on offer at 
Fort Macleod. 


Advice has been received this 
week by town officials that 
detailed cost estimates of the pro¬ 
posed Little Bow water project 
have been completed and repres¬ 
entatives of the engineering firm 
of C. C. Parker, Whittaket & Co. 
will attend the statutory meeting 
of the town council on Monday 
evening, Oct. 29, to discuss the 
project. 

The plan tentatively approved 
by town council « month ago calls 
for the construction of ■ six-inch 
"surface” pipeline from a point on 
the Little Bow river about six 
miles south of the Connemara 
bridge to a 50-million gallon open 
reservoir to be constructed on the 
outskirts of Vulcan. From the res¬ 
ervoir an eight-inch pipeline, bur¬ 
ied below the frost-line, would con¬ 
nect with the town’s present sys¬ 
tem. The 11%-mile long pipeline 
from the river to the reservoir 
would be designed to be quickly 
drained and would normally be In 
use about seven months of each 
year, with the reservoir providing 
the water supply for the winter 
months. 

It is unlikely that any actual 
construction work can be done this 
fall. The bylaw must be advertised 
for three weeks and must receive 
the approval of the ratepayers of 
the town. However, it is hoped to 
have all necessary arrangements 
made and contracts let this winter 
so that construction work can 
start as soon as possible in the 
spring to qualify under the govern¬ 
ment winter works program.

Arrangements for sale of six 
hangars and other buildings at the 
Vulcan Airport to Klassen Con¬ 
struction Ltd. of Yorkton, Sask., 
were completed at the regular 
County of Vulcan council meeting 
held last Friday, Oct. 19. 

Sale price was $45,000, the same 
amount paid by the County of 
Vulcan for the complete airport 
and leaves the County in posses¬ 
sion of No. 7 Hangar, the runways 
and all land in the section occupied 
by the airport except the 100-acre 
small corner on which the build* 
ings purchased by the construction 
company are located. 

President of the company Mr. 
Klassen was present at the meet¬ 
ing and indicated that removal of 
the Yorkton plant to the Vulcan 
site would start immediately with 
the object of having the move 
completed and the Vulcan plant 
ready for operations by the end of 
the year. The hangar occupied by 
the company at the Yorkton air¬ 
port will be tom down and moved 
to Vulcan, where it will be used 
to connect up three of the hangars 
on the Vulcan site to facilitate the 
assembly-line procedure used by 
the company in the construction of 
pre-fabricated homes and portable 
homes. Other hangars will be used 
for millwork production, heating 
and electrical work, storage of 
lumber and supplies and storage 
and servicing of company highway 
Iransports and trailers, fire truck 
and company plane.' 

Key employees of the company 
will move to Vulcan, but the main 
work force of the company will be 
hired locally. No applications for 
Jobs are being taken at the present 
time, as the big move from York¬ 
ton must be completed before the 
company will be ready for opera¬ 
tions here.

Trick With Mirrors 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics has again 
given Canadian Press a chance to put the farmers in 
the limelight C.P. teletyped to all daily newspapers 
and radio stations a news item, which stated: “Cana¬ 
dian farmers as a whole had a record high cash in¬ 
come from their farming operations in the first half 
of this year.” As some kind of an after thought it 
added: “The figure does not take account of produc¬ 
tion costs.” The item also mentioned the following: 
“The gain in Alberta was nearly nine per cent . . . 
In addition to the DBS figure the farmers in the four 
western provinces received $66,300,000 in acreage 
payments and from the Prairie Farm Assistance Act. 
In contrast, a year earlier $7,600,000 in this way.” 

The F.U.A. wants to add the following foot-notes 
to this news item: 

Despite this “record high cash income” hundreds 
of farmers have left the farm! A laborer’s job in the 
city gives them apparently more security and a higher 
income than they have as a farmer. 

A simple explanation of this “record” is: faster 
movement of grain, thanks to the sale of large 
amounts of grain to Red China; the mailing out of 
final payments for farmers’ sales to the Wheat Board; 
drought conditions forcing farmers to sell cattle, and 
devaluation of the Canadian dollar. Consideration 
should also be given to the fact that Canadian farmers 
have never asked for acreage payments. They were 
chosen by the government as a way to raise the price

of domestically used wheat to a level in line with the 
standard of living in Canada. 

Interim and final payments by the Wheat Board 
are nothing else than payments made from farmer’s 
money, because he delivers his products to the eleva¬ 
tors and receives at that time only a partial payment. 
The Federal Minister of Agriculture decides when they 
will be made. This year the cheques were mailed out 
shortly before the election. They were larger than 
usual due to larger grain sales and the fact that the 
Canadian dollar fell below par compared with the 
U.S. dollar. 

Payments under the P.F.A. Act are not subsidies. 
They are monies returned to the farmer from funds 
to which he makes yearly contributions.
